Strong defensive play, keys offense in 55-20 victory over Oscoda

Boyne City 55, Oscoda 20 


BOYNE CITY -- It took one 
drive for the Boyne City defense 
to make adjustments, and after 
that, the Ramblers took control 
the game, en route to a 55-20, Di- 
vision 6 playoff opening win 
over Oscoda on October 30. 

The opening possession by the 
Owls resulted in a five play, 78 
yard drive, capped by a 67-yard 
keeper by Oscoda quarterback, 
Jacob Malak, just over two min- 
utes into the contest, giving the 
Owls a 7-0 lead. 

Boyne would take the ensuing 
kickoff and march it downfield 
in an 11 play drive of their own, 
with senior Malik Smith hitting 
paydirt from one yard out at the 
4:59 mark, and after a successful 
Magnus Joeker point after, the 
score was knotted at 7-7. 

That would be the first of 55 
straight points the Ramblers 
would reel off over the next two 
and a half quarters, as Boyne 
carried a 41-7 advantage into the 
half, putting the game firmly 
out of reach as the defense 
locked down and made it diffi- 
cult for the Owls to get anything 
going. 

“We made some simple shifts 
on our defensive line and it 
helped free up our linebackers 
and it seemed to work real 
well,” Boyne City senior line- 
backer, Luke Sage said. “We also 
implemented some stunts into 
our game plan which caused 
their line to keep guessing.” 

To finish out the first quarter, 
Rambler junior, Tarin Bell 
would take it in for a score, run- 
ning off right tackle, covering 
24 yards in the process. 

One the second quarter 
began, the Rambler defense 
seemed to kick it up a notch as 
the Owls took to the air to try 
and catch Boyne’s run defense 
off guard. Carter Wilmot would 
put a stop to that as he jumped a 
route near the home sideline, 
and picked off a Malak pass and 
raced 50 yards to into the North 
endzone at 11:04 and a 21-7 BC 
lead. 

Smith would add his second 
TD of the game with just over 
five minutes to play in the half, 
and not to be outdone, Tanner 
Kruzel would add a 45-yard 
tackle breaking touchdown run 
of his own and Colton Sieradski 
would return a pick-six 42 yards 
to the house, giving the Ram- 
blers their 41-7 margin at inter- 
mission. 

The Rambler offense would 
tally 346 total yards on the 
night, with 310 coming on the 
ground. 

Smith led the rushing attack 
with 119 yards on 15 carries and 
two scores, while Kruzel added 
81 yards on five attempts. Bell 
chipped in with 44 yards anda

TD, while Luke Sage added 38 
yards on five carries witha 
score, and Joseph Baugh had 20 
yards on four rushes. 

Mason Gardner finished 2-of-3 
passing for 36 yards, including a 
25-yard touchdown pass to Do- 
minik Archey to open up the 
second half. 

Archey and Sage had the re- 
ceptions for Boyne. 

Defensively for Boyne, Sage 
finished with 12 stops, including 
three for a loss, while Jacob 
Ager had 10. Kruzel and Wilmot 
each finished with seven tack- 
les, with Kruzel recording a 
sack and two tackles for a loss, 
while Wilmot had the intercep- 
tion return for a TD. 

Sieradski and Baugh each 
added six tackles, with Sierad- 
ski picking off a pass fora 
score. 

The Ramblers (9-1) advance to 
the district finals, where they 
will host Calumet (8-2) who 
knocked off Negaunee 24-14 last 
week to move on. Game time is 
set for Saturday, November 7 at 1 
p.m. at Earl Brotherston Field in 
Boyne City.

The “it” was 
an ambitious fundraiser with 
the goal of purchasing the per- 
fect property for the future 
TOMTC headquarters.

The mission of TOMTC is to 
establish a network of multiple- 
use recreation trails in Northern 
Michigan. These trails offer safe

They 
oversee 288 miles of existing or 
soon-to-be constructed trails, of 
which about 180 run along old 
railroad corridors.

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More bedrooms 
means more time to 
clean, more expensive 
to repaint and 
carpet/floor in the fu- 
ture. The bigger the 
house and the larger 
the lot, the more you're going to pay for it both 
in time and financial resources. The main 
three decision factors are larger lot, more 
space and more stuff. Each of these come 
with a price tag. 
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Larger lot 


Depending on the acreage, this is going to 
cost the owner in regards to acquisition, 
monthly payment, and upkeep. First is the ac- 
quisition. Larger lot means larger price, thus 
larger down payment and monthly payment. 
In metropolitan areas, the closer in to the epi- 
center of town, the more the extra space is 
going to cost you. If you decide to get it 
cheaper by moving out of town, then you'll be 
paying more for gas and be losing the ever 
elusive minutes of your life. 


A friend of mine is dying for a couple of 
acres. He's moving into the area from a com- 
munity where houses with 2 acres are com- 
mon and they are within minutes of the job 
centers. No problem. In this market, however, 
it means possibly driving 30 miles or more for 
what he's looking for. It also means a longer 
commute -- upwards to 90 minutes -- in morn- 
ing and evening rush hour. If that's 30 min- 
utes longer per day than what he does now, 
that's 2.5 hours per week longer on the road -- 
folks that's 125 hours per year just on the road 
to work and back per year -- MORE -- than liv- 
ing closer in. (That's three weeks worth of 
working hours.) 

The larger lot also means more upkeep. If 
you have teenagers, maybe it's not your prob- 
lem, you think with a wry grin. Nevertheless, 
the larger lot that is cleared off and land- 
scaped will take longer to mow, require more 
gas and possibly even more equipment. In ad- 
dition, there's the landscaping that you may 
not have needed to fret about before. 

Even in a wooded lot, you'll now have to 
start watching the trees that border your 
house. A neighbor told me before he was mov- 
ing that he was spending about $500 per year 
taking down trees that were threatening his 
house. Once he did move, the new owners had 
a tree fall on their home within a few weeks, 
causing damage to the roof and patio. 


More space 


For most move up buyers, this is the No. 1 
reason they are shopping for a home. The 3- 
bedroom townhouse isn't cutting it for the 
growing family and it's time for a yard. Let's

get the 4th bedroom, or 4th bedroom witha 
"bonus" room in the basement. 

More space creates more expenses for paint, 
accessories, flooring, etc., every time the room 
is repainted, remodeled, etc. It's no rocket sci- 
ence calculation to see that the 1,800 square 
foot home is going to be cheaper to care for 
than the 2,800 square foot home. Remember, 
percentage wise, we're talking 55 percent 
more home - which will interpret into 55 per- 
cent more flooring cost, 55 percent more 
paint, 55 percent more utilities, etc. When 
purchasing, don't forget to ask the owner for a 
rundown of monthly or annual expenses for 
upkeep of the property. (Most likely, it will be 
an estimate, but a good indicator of your true 
costs of the property.) 


More stuff 


Don't forget that once you get a larger place, 
it usually is compounded with a decision to 
replace older furnishings or purchase new 
furnishings to put into your new areas. 

A recent home moving survey revealed 
that: 

57 percent of owners and 37 percent of 
renters bought furniture within the 12 weeks 
surrounding their move; owners spent an av- 
erage of $3,500 and renters spent $1,220. 

55 percent of moving homeowners pur- 
chase at least one appliance when they move, 
and 57 percent of homeowners buy furniture. 

35 percent of owners and 40 percent of 
renters bought bedding; of these individuals, 
72 percent did so within three after their 
move. Owners spent an average of $420 and 
renters $240.
